» Wear a warm hat, and keep feet 
and hands warm and dry. 

» Cover as much of your face 
as possible while outside, and 
breathe through a scarf to warm 
air before it enters your lungs. 

» Wear several layers of light- 
weight clothing, rather than 
one or two layers of heavy 
garments. The air between 
the garments acts as 
insulation to keep the 
body warmer. 

» Seek medical attention im- 
mediately if you have these 
symptoms: 

Hypothermia— confusion, diz- 
ziness, exhaustion and severe 
shivering 

Frostbite— gray, white or yellow 
skin discoloration, numbness, 
waxy-feeling skin 

» If possible, use digital tracking 
applications for public transpor- 
tation to limit wait time outside. 



» Do not use an oven as a heating 
device. Read directions before using 
space heaters and other portable 
heating units. 

» Check carbon monoxide detectors 
to ensure they are working properly 

» If possible, run a small stream of 
water from a home faucet to help 
prevent pipes from freezing. 

» Have bottled water, canned 
food, flashlights and batteries on 
hand. 


» Residents who have no 
heat should check with 
their local officials about 
warming centers. 



VEHICLE PREP 


» Allow extra time when traveling, and 
start your journey with a full tank of gas. 

» Monitor weather conditions, and 
adhere to travel advisories. 

» Keep a winter storm kit in your car. 
This should include a cellphone and 
charger, blankets, food, flares, chains, 
gloves and first aid supplies. 

» Have the car battery and charging 
system tested. 

» Have the brakes checked to ensure 
they work properly and apply smoothly 

»Make sure the tires are properly 
inflated. 


»Make sure the engine coolant provides 
anti- freeze protection down to the 
lowest temperatures you are likely to 
encounter. 

» Replace worn windshield wipers that 
streak. 

» Keep the gas tank at least half full at all 
times to minimize condensation buildup 
that can lead to gas line freeze-up.

A dangerous cold front was expected to 
bring the Chicago area to a crawl Mon- 
day, with a flurry of school closings, flight 
and train cancellations and calls for the 
public to avoid temperatures expected to 
drop to at least io below zero. 

Powerful, freezing winds in the at- 
mosphere will swoop into the area by 
Monday morning, pulling air from the 
Arctic through Canada and into the city 
Temperatures could fall to as low as 20 
degrees below zero, but the winds will 
make it feel more like 30 below to 50 be- 
low, according to the National Weather 
Service. 

“Everyday activities may not be fea- 
sible,” Gary Schenkel, executive director 
of Chicago’s Office of Emergency Man- 
agement and Communications, said at 
a news conference Sunday to detail how 
the city planned on handling the unusual 
Arctic blast. “If you can stay indoors, 
please do so.”

To accommodate the phenomenon, air- 
lines are reducing their schedules as aviation 
workers vigorously clear runways, said Rose- 
marie Andolino, commissioner of the Chi- 
cago Department of Aviation. 

At the city’s two airports, more than 1,500 
flights were canceled Sunday, and aviation of- 
ficials encouraged Monday travelers to call 
airlines before arriving and passed out pillows 
and blankets to those who were stranded. 

CTA trains and buses were expected to 
operate Monday transit officials said Sunday 
Metra trains were expected to run Monday as 
well, but officials warned of possible weather- 
related delays and slowdowns. Amtrak offi- 


cials said the agency would curtail service to 
and from Chicago. 

Meanwhile, school cancellations are set 
to keep hundreds of thousands of Chicago- 
area children out of classes Monday the same 
day many would have returned from winter 
break. Chicago Public Schools made its an- 
nouncement late Sunday, a decision that fol- 
lowed criticism from the Chicago Teachers 
Union about sending kids to school in dan- 
gerous conditions. 

Many districts across the area have de- 
cided to also close schools for Monday and 
will monitor the weather to see whether to 
extend the closings into Tuesday 


Many area colleges and universities also 
canceled classes for Monday including the 
seven main City College campuses and 
Northwestern University 

Keeping the city’s streets clear was proving 
difficult for Monday morning’s commute as 
streets and sanitation workers battled strong 
winds and drifting snow, Commissioner 
Charles Williams said. He said crews would 
work overnight to deal with snow that may 
have blown back onto roads. 

Illinois transportation officials had more 
than 1,700 trucks out Sunday evening to clear 
state roads, 90 percent of which were cov- 
ered by ice and snow 


“We’ll still be playing catch-up” on Monday 
Illinois Department of Transportation Secre- 
tary Ann Schneider said of crews’ efforts. “It’s 
going to be very difficult to see those condi- 
tions improve over the overnight hours.” 

Parts of Interstates 94 and 65 in Indiana 
and US. Route 30 and state Route 38 in Kane 
County in Illinois were closed Sunday be- 
cause of the extreme weather. 

Back in Chicago, overnight shelters run by 
the city’s Department of Family & Support 
Services stood ready to increase the number 
of beds they offer, if needed, but officials 
said they did not expect demand to be over- 
whelming, Commissioner Evelyn Diaz said.

“We’re not really anticipating that we’re go- 
ing to run out of space,” Diaz said. “So our mes- 
sage right now is no one will be turned away” 
City and private agencies Sunday canvassed 
the streets in search of homeless people. By 
2:30 p.m., Nicholas Benedetto, director of case 
management services at the Chicago-based 
Franciscan Outreach, had yet to find anyone. 
“That doesn’t mean anything,” he said. 

Sean and Theresa Smith, both 40, waited 
until darkness fell before approaching a 
warming center at 10 S. Kedzie Ave. in East 
Garfield Park, where women, men and chil- 
dren lounged inside a large open room inside 
the community service center. 


Normally the couple sleep under a bridge 
with layers of blankets, Theresa Smith said. 

“It’s so cold we’ve got to do something,” 
said Sean Smith, while his wife rushed into 
the lobby area to warm up. “I can’t risk wak- 
ing up with my wife frozen next to me.” 

By about 7:30 p.m., the couple were still 
looking for a place to stay the night. 

This week’s cold snap is expected to be 
relatively short-lived compared with previous 
ones in the late 1970s and a five-night string 
of subzero temperatures in February 2007 
that caused pipes to burst, turned highways 
into parking lots and led to equipment break- 
downs on jet fuel trucks at O’Hare. 



Still, if thermometers remain below zero 
through Tuesday, as forecast, it will be the first 
time since February 1996 that the city has 
been gripped by negative temperatures for at 
least 48 hours straight. 

Temperatures are expected to creep back 
above zero by Tuesday afternoon, with a pos- 
sible high near 30 degrees later in the week. 
Monday’s deep freeze also is expected to 
break the record for the lowest high tempera- 
ture on Jan. 6. 

For those staying at home, Chicago Fire De- 
partment officials reminded residents to keep 
space heaters at least 3 feet from anything that 
might burn, such as curtains and bedding, and 


to check carbon monoxide detectors. 

The CTA and the city’s streets department 
also plan to use heaters on rail switches to 
prevent freezing and mix street salt with beet 
juice to increase melting effectiveness. 

The CTA also plans to check elevators 
at rail stations every 30 minutes in case the 
cold weather prevents the lifts from working, 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

Animals, too, face health consequences 
when temperatures drop. 

Pets are more likely to have respiratory 
problems because of the cold weather, par- 
ticularly those that are older, smaller or have 
underlying health issues.

Pope’s remarks don’t 
change policy on gays 


ROME Pope Francis has taken another step to- 
ward making the Catholic Church more inclu- 
sive by telling priests to rethink how they reach 
out to the children of gay and separated par- 
ents. But the Vatican warned Sunday against 
reading too much into the remarks. 

“How can we proclaim Christ to a genera- 
tion that is changing? We must be careful not 
to administer a vaccine against faith to them,” 
Francis told around 120 leaders of male reli- 
gious orders during a meeting at the Vatican. 

“I remember the case of a very sad little girl 
who finally confided to her teacher the reason 
for her state of mind: ‘My mother’s girlfriend 
doesn’t like me,’ ” Francis said. 

Francis’ comments, which he made Nov 29, 
were reported Friday by La Civilta Cattolica, 
an Italian Jesuit magazine. 

“The percentage of children studying in 
schools who have separated parents is very 
high,” Francis said. “The situation in which 
we live now provides us with new challenges 
which sometimes are difficult to understand.” 


The pope received praise from gay rights 
groups in July when he said, “If someone is gay 
and seeks the Lord with good will, who am I 
to judge?” 

His latest remarks were interpreted by some 
Italian commentators as an opening to homo- 
sexual unions. 

On Sunday the Vatican indicated that Fran- 
cis’ comments were more about reaching out 
to a changing society than giving it a stamp of 
approval. 

“Speaking of an ‘opening to gay couples’ is 
paradoxical because the pope’s speech was to- 
tally general and because even the small con- 
crete example given by the Pope [a girl who 
is sad because her mother’s girlfriend doesn’t 
love her} alludes directly to the suffering of the 
children,” Vatican spokesman Father Federico 
Lombardi told Vatican Radio. 

Also Sunday Pope Francis announced plans 
for a visit to the Holy Land in May He said he 
would visit Amman, Jordan; Bethlehem and Je- 
rusalem on May 24-26. 


Putin eases curbs 
on protests in Sochi 

President Vladimir Putin has 
eased curbs on demonstrations 
in the Winter Olympics venue 
of Sochi in a gesture likely to 
burnish Russia’s image ahead 
of an event dogged by security 
and human rights worries. 
Putin amended a decree to 
allow groups to hold some 
marches and gatherings at 
sites approved by the security 
services, the Kremlin said in a 
statement. 


Small jet crashes 
in Colorado airport 

One person died and two 
others were injured when a 
small plane crashed at the 
Aspen/Pitkin County Airport 
in Colorado on Sunday, the 
Pitkin County Sheriffs office 
said. Of the two survivors, 
one sustained serious injuries 
while the other came away 
with minor injuries, according 
to a sheriffs office dispatcher. 
None of those involved has 
been publicly identified. 


Magnetic fields affect

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I’m not going to go crawl in a hole’ 


Chris Conte won’t blame 
Bears fans for blaming him 

Chicago Tribune 

Bears safety Chris Conte chuckled uncom- 
fortably recalling how surreal it was to see sto- 
ries about the Nashville TV reporter with the 
same name receiving death threats on Twitter 
intended for him. 

“Somebody said, ‘Oh, he had such a ter- 
rible night getting those threats intended 
for someone else,’ and I was like, how the 
{bleep} do you think the guy feels who those 
were meant for?” said Conte, who disabled his 
Twitter account months ago. 

Nobody knows what it was like to be the 
guy universally blamed for blowing a fourth- 
down coverage against Green Bay that re- 
sulted in an NFC North-clinching, 48 -yard 
touchdown pass to Randall Cobb. 

Around town, Conte heard the insults, 
shared the regrets and accepted the responsi- 
bility Bears fans quickly assigned him even if 
coaches and players insist others were involved. 


“If you want to blame one person, fine, I’ll 
be the person, so put it on me if it makes all of 
Chicago feel better,” Conte told the Tribune. 
“I’m not going to go crawl in a hole 
because all of Chicago hates me. 

It’s unfortunate. But it still 
comes down to me and I’m 
completely responsible for 
what happened.” 

What happened was Bears 
defensive coordinator Mel 
Tucker called for “zone 
pressure,” in Conte’s 
words, on fourth-and-8 
from the Bears 48. Sec- 
onds before the snap, 

Bears linebacker James 
Anderson turned to- 
ward Conte and raised 
his right arm. 

‘At the last second, 
we checked into a 
call ‘Pepsi,’ an all-out 
blitz,” Conte said. “It’s 


up to the discretion of the linebacker. ... Ev- 
erybody comes after the quarterback and if 
the ball doesn’t come out immediately, you’re 
pretty much screwed. 

“I didn’t get the check and thought we 
were still in zone pressure, three-deep. 
I’m going to say it’s my fault because 
I was too focused on my job, thinking 
about the routes they’ve been running 
all game.” 

As Conte enters the final 
year of his rookie contract, 
the once-promising safe- 
ty assumes nothing. 

“I know the Bears are 
going to bring in some- 
one to compete with 
me, if not start, but I’m 
a competitor even if 
{NBC analyst} Rod- 
ney Harrison thinks 
I’m garbage,” he said. 
T didn’t get to the NFL 
because I’m not a competitor.”
